of Unemployed 


DETROIT—(XP)—A crowd of about 


3000 men, attempting an. unemploy- 
ment demonstration at the gates of 
the Mack avenue plant of the Briggs 
Manufacturing eornpany, were driven 
back Monday after a brief struggle 
with 50 policement armed with tea'r 
gas bombs and riot clubs. 


Four policemen were 
slightly in- 


jured by bricks and stones thrown 
by the demonstrators. Several of the 
demonstrators were knocked down. 
Police said no one required hospital 
attention. Four arrests were made. 


The demonstration, called by John 


Schmies, one-time communist can- 
didate for mayor of Detroit, began 
shortly after 11 a. m. when nearly 
3000 gathered demanding unemploy- 
ment relief, a 10 per cent increase in 
wages of Briggs workers, and slowing 
down the production line.

Pace said he had information that 


S. J. Ncwbert, now held in the coun- 
ty jail awaiting trial on charges of 
forgery and grand larceny, was the 
one who planned the forgeries. Face 
traced the distribution of the forged 
cashiers' checks, approximately 18 of 
which have been received in 
Fort 


Smith during the last three weeks, to 
two short-time prisoners in the coun- 
ty jail who were released about three 
weeks ago. 


The checks received in Fort Smith 


have had the forged signature of A. N. 
Sicard, president of the First Nation- 
al bank of Fort Smith, coming from 
Little Rock, Oklahoma City, and oth- 
er cities as far west as the Texas Pan- 
handle. The checks have been from 
$10 to $25. None of the "Merchants 
National bank" checks of Muskogee 
nas been received in Fort Smith. 


"We have information,'' Pace said, 


"that Newbert wrote out the forms 
for the forged checks in the county 
jail and gave these to two short-terms 
prisoners, before they were released." 


Charges of accessory to forgery will

sion, which will present it to the Ex- 
cclutive Board of the

along with its own propositions, with- 
in two weeks. Speakers said it would 
be necessary for Arkadelphia to pro- 
vide a science building and a library 
building that will meet the require- 
ments of the North Central Associa- 
tion, the standardizing agency, to guar- 
antee funds with which to pay cer- 
tain debts and relieve the college of 
other obligations.

spoke were Dave McMillan, Dr. W. S. 
Johnson, President C. D. Johnson of 
the college, J. G. Lile and Dr. A. C. 
Millar. Dr. Millar1, presiding elder of 
the Arkadelphia District of the Meth- 
odist church, who lives at Little Rock, 
said that he favored Arkadelphia as 
the continued site of Ouachita, pro- 
vided the institution can be financed 
here.
